New Delhi, the 12th April 1966 

No. 6-PG(5 8)/65. — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of Cochin for 
the year 1964-65. The salient features of the Report are 
given below : — 

(1) Financial Results 

(a) Port Fund.— The revenue receipts of the port (exclud- 
ing the Pilotage Account and Special Receipts) during the 
year were Rs. 191-90 lakhs as compared to Rs. 167.38 lakhs 
during 1963-64. The rise in income was mainly due to 
increase in receipts under "Wet Docks and Wharves" and 
“Interest and Miscellaneous". 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilotage 
Account and contributions to the Reserve Funds and Capital 
Account) during the year under review was Rs, 141.49 lakh* 
as against Rs. 125.14 lakhs in 1963-64. The Increase In ex- 
penditure occurred nnder the heads "Lands and B uildings , 
r ‘General Charges" and ‘Debt Charges". 

A contribution of Rs. 25 lakhs was made to the Capital 
Account and the following contributions to various Reserve 
Funds : —

(b) Pilotage Account. — The gross Income and expenditure 
during 1964-65 were Rs, 6.88 lakhs and Rs. 4,69 lakhs, ree- 
neetively the corresponding figures for 1963-64 being Rs. 7.19 
lakhs and Rs. 5.06 lakhs, respectively resulting In a snrohn 
of Rs. 2.19 lakhs for 1964-65 as against a surplus of R>, 2.13 
lakhs for 1963-64. The closing balance of the Fund at the 
end of 1964-65 was Rs. 42,338 In cash and Rs. 12.50 lakhs 
in Fixed Deposits with the State Bank of India. 

(c) Reserve Funds. — The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at the end of the year was satis- 
factory. 

(d) Debt. — The aggregate of debt charges during the year 
under review amounts to Rs. 26.78 lakhs as against Rs. 23.88 
lakhs in the preceding year. The outstanding debt of the 
port at the close of the financial year stood at Rs. 329,58 
lakbs out of which a sum of Rs. 278.31 lakhs was due to the 
Government of India and the balance to the Government of 
Kerala. 

2. Traffic 

(a) Trade. — The total dead weight tonnage of Imports, 
which passed through the port during the year 1964-6J, was 
77.61 lakh tonnes as against 20.34 lakh tonnes in the pre- 
vious year, registering an increase of 2.27 lakh tonnes or 
1112 per cent over the previous year. The increase was 
mainly in foodgrains, mineral oil, salt and machinery, hard- 
ware etc. 

The exports during the vear 1964-65 amounted to 4.51 
lakh tonnes as against 4.22 lakh tonnes in the previous year, 
showing at i increase of 0.23 lakh tonnes or 5.4 per cent over 
the previous vear. The increase was mainly accounted for by 
exports of Cashew kernels, cashew shell oil. Rubber, Prawns, 
Coconut, Copra and Coconut oil. 
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(b) Passenger Traffic . — The total number of passenger! 
who embarked and disembarked during the year under re- 
view, was 2816 and 3221 respectively as against 1446 and 
1892 during the previous year, 

(c) Shippings — The number of vessels, excluding sailing 
vessels, which entered the pert during 1964-63 was 1358 with 
tonnage of 48.26 lakhs. The corresponding figures for the 
previous year were 1356 vessels and 46.48 lakh tonnes. 99 
sailing vessels with a tonnage of about 11.468 visited the 
port during the year as against 113 with a tonnage of about 
13.007 during 1963-64. 

I.N.S. Vikratu of 704' O.A. was the longest Naval Vessel 
which entered the Port during the year. S.S. “President 
Coolldge” of 564' O A. was the longest and M.T. “Hon 
Crusader” of 13,294 G.R.T. was the biggest and S.S. 
“Phoenix” of 31' was the deepest of the Merchant Vessels 
that entered the port during the year. 

3. Labour and Welfare Measures 

Sixty-six scholarships were granted to the children of the 
employees during the year. The amenities already provided 
such as library and reading room, indoor and outdoor games, 
medical aid, etc., were continued as usual. These amenities 
were extended to the porterage labour also. 

Labour relations continued to be satisfactory. 

4. Capital Works 

The following works, which were in progress during the 
previous year, were completed during the year under report : 

(1) Dredging in front of Ernakulam Wharf. 

(2) Laying of pipe line for bunkering Oil to ships. 

(3) Construction of Section Office for Customs Depart- 
ment.

End. 

(!) Construction of Pilots’ Quarters. 


(6) Construction of Second Coal Berth, 

(7) Construction of ‘G 1 Type Police Quarters, 

(8) Construction of X-Ray Block. 

(9) Construction of Railway Sidings.

(1) Construction of a Tanker Berth. 

(2) Black Oil Installation. 

(3) Construction of an Open Berth in the Ernakulam 
Channel. 

(4) Construction of two warehouses. 

(5) Construction of a New Oil Tanker Jetty. 

5. The Tort Trust Board performed another year of useful 
work and Government view with appreciation the work done 
by the Board during the year under review.
